Who lias Charge of the Jail? 

The question is not irmrely vlio has 
charge of l!io jail, but who nuyht tn liiive 
oharKBofil? F, very where but in our {.iiiz- 
zling govertirneiitiil latitutle, the SlieriiV 
keeps the keys. He, his iiepu4y, or turnkeys, 
l(icl< aiiii unlot!k the iii8tilotion,.»i.d eafely 
keep or discharge the inmales apcorilingto 
Ihe'deoreon-. of the courts. Tlie shcriflF is 
the responsible parly, nnti rciponsible for 
Ihoso under him in his deparlmeiit. But 
the way in which- iblngo nra rannnged here 
he is irresponsible. lie neither keeps the 
lt«yi«, ' appoiiil'a Flio jailer, nor engage-s i h c 
turnkeys. If n pri.-<onor e.^cHpfs, the sherifT 
—lucky man— is not re<poiisihle, Atiii it i.i 
somewhat doubt fill whether any one islcually 
responsible. The Police Com ini-sioner li;is 
char-jB of the institntion. liut hinv lie lias 
nian;,'ed to ^et il rir/.zles n-^ ctiri^iilernbly , 
It may be by a rule of e.voeptioni ; hir if niiy 
where else no o,\:eeptions criii bo iuunti lo 
general govermnenlal riilos, it is almost 
certaia that they can be found here. 

Wo regard, the anornalou.s position both <if 
the SluTitI mid llie Police Conirni.-*sioiicr hi 
re.'ifect to the Jail a.s an e.Aceptiou to all 
general rule?. And till we are enliglitenpd 
on the subject will conclude thai the Sheriff 
is not pr.nctir;il]y resjpon.'ible for the inmntes 
of the jail, althuugh the English ooromoii 
and statulo law mny be entirely in lovur of 
him being both theoreticnllj an.l practically 
responsible for the^manasjenient of the insti- 
tntion. We confess, likewise, that we are al 
fault to discover how the Police C'ummi.--- 
sioner can be made respoti.sible. althouiih he 
nominally bears all the rcs] on.sibilitie.v 
Where municipal inslitmions exist, iheit 
are suoh things us loclc-ups, lu which the 
police cage the incorrigible letiipar;irily, till 
they aie either acfiuiiie.l snmiti:itily, or 
handed over to :i biylu-r puuor. We are 
half iticlineil to believe llial cur whilst 
it remains uiulcr llio coiiirul ui tlu; Tolii o 
Commissioner, can otily bi- rPiiarai-il as a 
lock-up. Vot that useful iiitictlaiiary not 
obIv exjrcisfi. owards the lock-up the func- 
tions of a IVIieo fiid-e, but those of'Sheriff, 
and Keeper of a House of' Correction or 
Penitentiary. Whence the nuthoiily is de- 



hcre there is llio least 
the innoviitioii. Truu^ 
the prisoners must not be l -n to idle away 
their time— thi'V must be rendered self- 
t^upporticiL; wliciie\pr ami wherever it can be 
done ivitimul clashing with the interests of 
the public, or taking' the bread out of the 
rnouthe of re.'^iieetablo citizens. There are 
raiiiiy einniDyniBiits to which the Ions-time 
men mi;;lit be placed withoulcomin^; at .ill in 
cuutiict with citizens, and to those employ- 
ments ihcy should be strictly kept. We can 
nuver hope to build up a prosperous Colony 
so long aa the preference in such jobs is 
^iven to conrio!8''to 'the exclusion of others. 
The very class of men wo stand most in 
need of in a new country come here, take a 
look around unJ see how matters stand— 
Rnd that there is no proiection for their class 
—and (hake the dust of the Colony fmm 
their feet, thoroughly disgusted with thi; iis- 
pecl of affairs; and their reports will keep 
ulhers awny. 

The r.onstant cry here is, wo want popu- 
lation, iind yet we O'ld tlio Government 
every dny pursuing n course that tends to 
tWive population oil". It is said that in 
this case, several gentlemen who are deeply 
interested, in ii pecuniary sense of view, in 
I the removal of the old bridge and llie con- 
Istiuctioii of ihc now ones, have furnished 
the coiiviots with the necessary tools, and 
that Jlr. Peinljerton has furnished the 
labor ut the expense of the ' colony ! We 
have sximehow oltained the impreswon that 
the whole of the. work oor.nccteil with the 
new bricltreii, the taking down of the old oiio. 
laying out of roads, etc.— everything, in 
l,ici, connected with the improvement— was 
lo liavo been peiformed without the cost of 
a single farthing to the Colony. Our im- 
pressnm may be a wion;;; one, and if so, we 
shoLiKi be most h.ippy to bo set ti^lit in the 
matter, liut, at any rate, let ns endeavor to 
aftord the laboring men at present in cur 
midst a chance to earn a livelihood. If 
these were none of the class to lie tonnd 
here. we.-li<uld tuil oljVct to lli'.' cniivicts, 
hut so long as these isa single respectable, 
iiulustiious iiiiin, able and willing' to take 
the job at fair, liviii- w;i^'os, 1-t him have Uie 
fi ist ^how.
